Crusades to recover the Holy Land 
from the Infidels followed. 
Desnlte the sacrifice of manhood 
among 
its 
members, 
the 
order 
amassed wealth, aroused covetous­ 
ness of its enemies which resulted 
in its downfall. 
DeMolay, as grand m aster, pre­

for 
another 
crusade. 
He 
established headquarters on Cyrus 
and surrounded himself with a band 
1 of loyal followers. He invaded the 
Holy Land, defeated the infidels of 
Saracens and captured Jerusalem . 
! The Holy Sepulchre was visited and 
Easter services held on M ount Zion. 
Burned At Stake 
M eantime the power and wealth 
of the order aroused Philip the 
Fair, king of France. He placed 
D°Molay In his power, also many 
other knights, and for seven years 
! they were held In dungeons and 
tortured.
